WRATHER OF THE WEEK ENDING JULY 18, 1954 


For the fourth consecutive week hot, dry weather extended over most 

of the southern two-thirds of the United States east of the Continental 
Divide. The southwestern desert area also experienced extreme heat 
which was not relieved by the few widely scattered showers. Maxima 
were 100% or higher over this part of the Southwest each day of the week, 
the weekly average daily high temperature for the Las Vegas-Yuma sec- 
tions being 109°, with 115~ recorded at Needles on both the 6th and the 
7th. The area in which the temperature reached 100° or higher during 
the week extended northward over South Dakota, extreme southern and 
western North Dakota, extreme eastern Montana, and northeastern 
Wyoming while such high temperatures were reached on five days of the 
week, making the temperatures from 10° to 12° above normal, over a 
considera able part of the area where these four States are close neighbors. 
Temperatures of 104° were recorded at Miles City, Montana on the oe, 
105 at both Pierre and Rapid City, South Dakota, on the 9th and 109° 
Rapid City on the 12th. 


Most locations in the Central and South Central States had maximum 
temperatures of over 100° at least once during the week. On the llth 
Burwell, Nebraska, reported a maximum of 114° and Norfolk, Nebraska, ~ 
118°, On the 12th the following BES. temperatures on record were 
observed; Casper, Wyoming, 104~; Rapid City, South Dakota, 109°; 
Columbia, Missouri, 113°; Springfield, Missouri, 108°; Ft. Smith, 
Arkansas, 1079; Dallas, Texas, 110°; and Austin, Texas, 107°: 


Temperatures were above normal for the week over all of the Nation 
except, the Northeast, the Great Lakes area, Washington, Oregon, 
Western Nevada and most of California. 


Except in the extreme Northwest on the 9th 24-hour rainfall amounts 
greater than 0. 25 inch werevery infrequent during the week west of a 

line from Fargo, North Dakota, to Kansas City, Missouri, and Lake 
Charles, Louisiana, with the total rainfall for the week not. more thar 

] inch at any location in this section. East of this line moderate showers 
fell in many sections on one or two days with well-defined areas of heavier 
rainfall. In several places the total for the week was over 2 inches with 
a maximum of 4 inches at three different locations. In much of this area, 
however, rainfall was somewhat below normal and was insufficient for the 
best development of crops and for improvement in pasture and range 
conditions. Previous soil moisture and stock water deficiences were not

Damaging corn in Brunswick County. New -generation adults emerging. 
Approximately 380 stalks per 100 feet of row heavily damaged by larvae. 
Average of 1.3 larvae and 0,4 pupa per stalk in heavily damayed stalks. 
(Morris). ALABAMA - D. crambidoides causing some damage to corn 

in several areas. (Arant). 


STALK BORER (Papaipema nebris) - NEW JERSEY - As much as 10 
percent of small plantinjs of sweet corn, tomatoes and potatoes damaged.

FALL ARMYWORM (Laphygma frugiperda) - 'ALABAMA - Common on corq| 
in southern area. (Arant). KANSAS - Observed in Ottawa County, . 
reported abundant in some fields in Harvey and McPherson Counties: 
(Matthew). ARIZ.°  - Light in whorls of broomcorn at Phoenix and 
in grain sorghum at Buckeye. (Ariz. Coop. Rept., July 3). 


CORN FLEA BEETLE (Chaetocnemea pulicaria) - NEW JERSEY - Numeroug 
this season, incidence of wilt up to 75 percent in untreated fields. 
(Merrill). ILLINOIS - Averages 0. 34 and 1. 28 per corn plant in Mercer 
and Woodford Counties. (Petty). 


CHINCH BUG (Blissus leucopterus) - PENNSYLVANIA - Moderate and 
spotty infestations in Lycoming, Montour and Snyder Counties. (Gesell). 
Migrating in large numbers from wheat fields in Schuylkill County. 
(Menusan), NORTH CAROLINA - Damaging corn in Wilson County. 
(Foster). IOWA - Isolated minor migrations on sandy soil in Muscatine 
and Davis Counties. Infestations occurring in small grain and 
migratiog into corn at small grain harvest. (Harris). KANSAS - 
Twenty to 30 bugs per plant in marginal rows of sorghum adjacent 

to harvested small-grain fields in Clay, Cloud, Dickinson, Geary, 
Ottawa, Riley and Washington Counties. (Matthew). 


BLACK CUTWORM (Agrotis ypsilon) - OREGON - Damaging sweet 
corn and table beets in Linn and.Marion Counties. (Crowell). 


SUGARCANE BEETLE (Euetheola rugiceps) - ARKANSAS - Up to 13 
percent damaged plants in corn in northwest area, Also noted on 
rice, (Warren, Barnes). 
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SAP BEETLES - NEW JERSEY C. dimidiatus very numerous on 
immature sweet corn in central area, up to 30 eggs in silk of early 
varieties, (Merrill), NORTH CAROLINA Heavy populations of 
Carpophilus dimidiatus on corn ears in Madison County and in 
Raleigh.

ARMYWORMS - SOUTH DAKOTA - Spotted outbreaks in Moody, Miner, 
Jerauld, Aurora, Hanson, McCook, Minnehaha, Hutchinson and Clay 
Counties, (Lofgren). MINNESOTA - P, unipuncta found on sweet 

corn in Fillmore and Nobles Counties. (Minn. Ins. Rept. Serv.).

ENGLISH GRAIN APHID (Macrosiphum granarium) - IDAHO - Winged 
aphids beginning to move into wleat fields in northern area and are 
establishing colonies; however, populations stilllow. (Manis, July 3). 
WASHINGTON - Small colonies developing on leaves of barley near 
Palouse. (Johansen). 


EUROPEAN WHEAT STEM SAWFLY (Cephus pygmaeus) - PENNSYLVANIA- 


Thirty to 50 percent infestation and much lodjing in southwestern area,

BILLBUGS - PENNSYLVANIA - Considerable damage to wheat in 
Juniata County by Calendra minima, disease entered base of stem through 
oviposition holes. (Udine, July 3). IDAHO - Bluegrass billbug injury to 
several lawns in Twin Falls. (Douglass, July 3 ). NEW YORK - In- 
festing 30-35 percent of culms in some wheat fields. (Gyrisco). 


WEBWORMS - WISCONSIN - Very abundant in lawns in southern area. 
(Chambers, July 3). NEBRASKA - Garden webworm (Loxostege similalis 
infestations continue in legumes, severe damage many fields of alfalfa. 
Late-planted corn severely injured in many counties. (Roselle). 
KANSAS - In many localized areas throughout State alfalfa still receiving 
severe injury and loss of hay crop from L. similalis. Continued 
drought and insect activity seriously affecting much of upland hay crop. 
Webworm infestations will probably continue unless controlled as moths: 
numerous. From 30 to 80 percent budding tips webbed and defoliated in 
fields examined.

County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). VIRGINIA - Becoming heavy in alfalfa. 
Approximately 180 per 100 sweeps of 12-inch net in Franklin County field. 
(Morris). ILLINOIS - Average of 6.5 adults per sweep in alfalfa in 
Will County. From 2.2 to 7.0 nymphs and adults in clever and alfalfa ~ 
in Kane, Warren and Woodford Counties. (Petty). PENNSYLVANIA - 
Damage to alfalfa less than last year. (Pepper). ! 
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LYGUS BUGS ~ CALIFORNIA - Noticeable build-up in alfalfa in Kern 
County, Julyl. Heffernan, Roullard, Fernandez). IDAHO - Apparently 
first generation off, as nymphs very difficult to find. (Walz, July 3). 
UTAH - Lygus elisus and L. hesperus numerous in many alfalfa fields. 
(Knowlton). ARIZONA - Average of 15-20 nymphs per sweep on alfalfa 

at Elfrida. (Ariz. Coop. Rept.). NEW MEXICO - Tremendous popula- 
tions continue in seed alfalfa where controls not applied, (Dobson, July 3). 
SOUTH DAKOTA - Up to 2 per sweep in northern area alfalfa.( Halvorson). 


PEA APHID (Macrosiohum pisi) - UTAH - Threatening populations in 
many alfalfa fields in Salt Lake, Millard, Uintah, Duchesne, Utah, and 
Weber. Counties. (Knowlton). 


LESSER CLOVER LEAF WEEVIL (Hypera nigrirostris) - CALIFORNIA - 
Found for first time in Plumas County June 15. (Armitage). 


A GRAPE COLASPIS (Colaspis sp.) - ILLINOIS - Average of 1. 28 and 
0.12 per sweep in clover and alfalfa in Warren and Woodford Counties. 
(Petty). 


CLOVER SEED CHALCID (Bruchophagus gibbus) - ARIZONA - Adults 
increasing very rapidly on alfalfa at Yuma; 5 to 6 per sweep in some 
advanced seed fields. (Ariz. Coop. Rept., July 3). 


CLOVER ROOT CURCULIO (Sitona hispidula) - PENNSYLVANIA - 
Serious leat feeding by adults on second-cutting clover mixture in 
Cumberland County. (Pepper, July 8). 


BLISTER BEETLES - SOUTH DAKTOA - Destructive numbers in 
central area, especially on alfalfa, sweetclover and gardens. Principal 
species Evicauta fabricii. (Severin, July 2). KANSAS - E. maculata 
observed in alfalfa in Finney County. (De Pew). UTAH - EH. maculata 
numerous in a few fields of alfalfa. (Knowlton). 


ALFALFA BUTTERFLY (Colias philodice eurytheme) - ARIZONA - 
_ Adults very numerous near Mesa. (Ariz. Cocp. Rept.).

To Plant Quarantine Officials: 


Discovery of an Outbreak of European Chafer, 
Amphimallon majalis (Raz.), in West Virginia 


On June 24th several adult European chafers,Amphimallon majalis 
(Raz.), were removed from traps and collected in flight near Capon 
Bridge, West Va. The traps were set in cooperation with Mr. Wilfred 
Shockley, Economic Insect Survey Section, P. O. Box 72, Greenfield, 
Mass. 


In 1946 seven hundred and fifty balled and burlapped evergreens from an 
infested area in Newark, New York were received and planted at the 
above site. Since the time of setting of the plants the ownership of the 
farm has changed hands. 


The insects collected in the traps were forwarded to Washington through 
Mr. Shockley and on July 8th this office was advised by phone that they 
had been identified by authorities in Washington as Amphimallon | 
majalis (Raz. ). 


There are no nurseries known to be in the infested area. The location 
is 11/4 miles north of Capon Bridge, West Va., Bloomery District, 
Hampshire County. Capon Bridge is approximately 20 miles west of 
Winchester, Virginia on U. S. 90. 


- Plans have been made to extend the scouting and trapping into adjacent 


areas and preliminary plans have been made to establish a quarantine 
to prohibit the movement of articles of commerce from this area which 
might possibly spread this insect into non-infested areas. 


RECENT IMPORTANT INTERCEPTIONS 4T PORTS OF ENTRY 


Living larvae of Carposina sasakii Mats., a peach fruit borer, were 
intercepted recently in apple from Japan by Plant Quarantine Inspectors 
at Philadelphia, Pa. This destructive insect is not known to occur in 
the United States. It has been intercepted 14 times since 1948, ll times 
in apple from Japan, once in apple from Korea and twice in pear from 
China. It is widely distributed in these countries and Manchuria. The 
larvae are said to feed in peach, plum, apple, apricot, quince, and pear 
causing serious injury to these fruit. There are three generations per 
year on the island of Honshu. The presence of American troops in Japan 
and Korea with the resulting increased travel and mail has enhanced the 
plant quarantine significance of this pest. (Ramsay).

tures together with the lack of rain is making the drought critical in many 
sections, The 14 states in the central and western plateau area from 
western Tennessee and Mississippi west to Arizona and Utah and from the 
southern boundary to tne northern tier of states reported from moderate t¢ 
cvitical damage to crops by the drought. In much of the Corn Belt the hig 
temperatures were causing the moisture-deficient corn crop to burn badly 
Most other crops and pastures are reported in many areas as suffering fre 
the lack of rain.
